It is evident that this is an extremely important case for 
the Bureau. If successful, it will do an enormous amount toward 
offsetting some of the difficulties we have had in the past. It 
could have national impact. 

It will be a very complex, sensitive operation, involving 
over fifty of our agents and some 15 to 25 subjects to be arrested. 
We cannot be too careful or take too many precautions, or plan too 
thoroughly in order to make this successful. 

In view of this, if the Bureau has no objection, I would 
like to go up to Philadelphia on Sunday afternoon, 7/25/71, and 
review carefully all the plans made, discuss their implementation 
directly with those involved, and be on the spot to assist in 
carrying out this operation in the early hours of Monday morning,

As of the mornings of July 22 f 1971, the plan for 
the break-in. at the Federal Building in Camden New Jersey, 
by the "Grady Action Group" called\for the participation of 
23 individuals utilizing ten cars , ^alL under ,the leadership 
of John Peter Grady . 'Actual entry to /the building will be 
made by six individuals.* Grady will riot enter the building, 
but he* will man a command post on top of a nearby building 
and will be in radio communication with his units by use' 
of walkie-talkies. Upon being .advised by '^out-riders 11 in 
automobiles .that -the streets' adjacent \to^ the Federal 
Building are clear, Grady will give /the signal to begin 
the 'break-in. 

The six individuals will have been previously 
stationed in a truck parked in .the xear of the Federal 
Building.

I put an addendum on this memorandum, pointing out 
the extreme importance of the action which is to take place 
late SUnday night and early Monday morning, 7/25-26/71, 
which could lead to the arrest of 15 to 25 subjects in this case. 
Because of the importance to the Bureau and to this country, 
I concluded that no stone should be left unturned in order to 
make this operation successful. Therefore, I recommended that 
I go to Philadelphia on Sunday afternoon and carefully review 
all the plans made, discuss their implementation directly with 
those involved, and be on the spot to assist in carrying out 
this operation in the early hours of Monday, 7/26. However, 
this was turned down; therefore, I cannot go# 

In view of this fact, I want to call to your attention 

the-need for you and the men- in your division-to follow this 

case with extreme care and on an almost minute -to -minute 
basis when the action starts. I want yo^to be certain to r""^ 
be in regular contact with the Philadelphia Office and with 
those responsible for the operation;,- and be certain that the \

Likewise, you are of course to keep me fully informed 
of all developments on a timely basisX; Lastly, I think it is 
necessary for you to have prepared immediately an in-depth 
analysis of this case.

For several months John Peter Grady has, with the 
help of several accomplices, plotted to break into offices 
of the Selective Service System, Army Intelligence, and the FBI, 
located in the.

He cited as examples the success of the 
FBI National Crime Information Center (NCIC), progress in the 
computerization of fingerprint records, continued advances in FBI 
Laboratory procedures and scientific investigative techniques, and, the 
computerized criminal history file which will be operated in conjunction 
with the NCIC this year, 
ORGANIZED CRIME 

Mr. Hoover announced that during the past year FBI 
investigations resulted in 468 convictions of persons involved in \ 



organized crime. At the same time, cases against more than 1, 200 



our current way of life, law enforcement cannot afford to look back 
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other hoodlums, gamblers, racketeers, and vice figures involved in 
organized crime are in various stages of prosecution. Top bosses of 
nine of the some two dozen criminal syndicates currently operating in 
the United States were included in these two groups. Cj}^ 

Several of the largest raids in FBI history occurred 
during 1970. These include^the execution of some 300 search warrants 
in connection with interstate gambling operations, the arrest of more 
than 370 persons 'based upon information obtained from court-approved 
electronic surveillance installations; and the first Federal raids on 
intrastate gambling ^operations under the* new Organized Crime Control 
Act of 1970.

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The service of some 50 search warrants in the areas 
of Youngstown, Ohio, and New Castle, Pennsylvania, on operators 
of a large-scale numbers ring. It is expected that approximately 30 
individuals will be indicted as a result of these raids. 

The conduct of the first raids under the Organized 
Crime Control Act of 1970 on October 29, 1970, just two weeks after 
the Act became effective. In the Philadelphia area, three massive 
numbers banks were smashed and six ringleaders were arrested. In 
the Newark area, eight members of a large-scale bookmaking ring were 
arrested, including one alleged syndicate member. Other raids have 
since been made in other parts of the country. 

The arrests of more than 50 members of a syndicate- 
controlled bookmaking ring alleged to have been handling over 35 7 
million dollars in wagers annually in New Jersey, New York, and 
Connecticut. 

The execution of search warrants on 24 gambling 
locations in the Pittsburgh area on November 20, 1970.^{^ 

The seizure of more than.$6, 500, 000 worth of pinball 
and slot machines during raids conducted in Louisiana and Mississippi 
by more than 200 Agents between November 24th and 30th. Some 
$150, 000 in cash was seized during the raids. Cfj^ 
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The arrests of 29 individuals and the seizure of more 
than $2,000,000 in cash and property during nationwide gambling raids 
conducted by over 400 FBI Agents operating out of 14 field offices on 
December 12, 1970. Almost 150 search warrants were served in the 
raids which reached into the upper levels of organized crime throughout 
the United States, 

The arrest on May 11 arid 12 of some 66 persons in 
the Detroit area, including one syndicate member reported to be the 
largest numbers operator in the State of Michigan. Also seized 
were nearly 60 weapons, approximately $62, 000 in cash and 
negotiables, and gambling records and equipment. 

Mr. Hoover said that in addition to the crippling of 
these gambling operations, the FBI further disrupted organized crime 
by striking at its leadership. He cited the following examples of 
syndicate chieftains who were convicted or are awaiting trial *Qj^ 

Felix Alderisio of Chicago, sentenced to five years 
in a conspiracy to swindle $79, 000 to $199,000 from an Illinois bank. 
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Angelo DeCarlo of New York, sentenced to 12 years 
in a loan- sharking operation.t^^ 

Ilario Zannino, former acting head of a New England 
criminal organization, convicted of conspiracy to fence $165, 000 worth 
of stolen jewelry. 

Carlo Gambino, reportedly the top underworld figure in 
New York City, arrested on charges of conspiracy to commit a 
$6, 000, 000 armored-car robbery. 

Frank Brancato, publicly identified as the third-ranking 
racketeer in the Cleveland area, arrested on charges of extortion. 

John P. Cerone, former acting head of the Chicago 
organized crime syndicate, sentenced to five years in prison on inter- 
state gambling charges. £^L- 

Salvatore Manarite of New York City, sentenced to 15 
years for threatening a loan- shark victim and his family and to an 
additional 18 months for violation of the Interstate Transportation of 
Obscene Matter -statute. 

Nicolo, Licata of Los Angeles, indicted for criminal 
contempt following more than a year's incarceration on civil 
contempt charges for refusing to testify before a Federal Grand Jury 
probing organized crime in Southern California.^^

On the basis of infor- 
mation obtained by the FBI, other Federal, state and local agencies 
made more than 800 raids, arrested some 4, 400 organized crime 
figures, and seized more than $1,000, 000 worth of currency, 
contraband, and gambling paraphernalia. QC- 
GENERAL CRIME 

Mr. Hoover noted that the FBI investigates violations 
of a wide variety of Federal criminal laws. He gave the following 
examples of some of these investigations: (JJ. 






Mr. Hoover also announced that a tremendous 
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Aircraft hijackings have been increasing since the 
beginning of calendar year 1968. Since that time, 85 American 
aircraft have been hijacked, with 62 diverted to Cuba. During 1970, 
there were 18 hijackings, 14 of which went to Cuba, one to Lebanon, 
one to Jordan, and two to Egypt. In addition, there have been eight 
attempted hijackings which failed. Nearly all these hijackers have 
been identified, and successful prosecutions have resulted in cases 
where the hijacker has returned to the United States. Cjj^ 

In a Fraud Against the Government case involving 
contracts for more than 48 million dollars for the production of . 
military armaments, an FBI investigation resulted in the indictment 
of a corporation and 12 individuals^^ 

Interstate transportation of stolen motor vehicles continues 
to increase. More than 30, 500 cars, worth a total of more than 52 million 
dollars, were recovered in cases investigated by the FBI. Over 100 
major automobile theft rings were investigated. One case involved the 
theft of expensive late-model automobiles in New York City which were 
then sold to innocent purchasers in Florida. This operation ended on 
June 20 when the FBI made simultaneous arrests of 17 subjects. 
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In the field of civil rights investigations more than 
5, 000 cases were handled. In addition, 943 cases under the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964 dealing with discrimination in facilities and places 
of accommodation were investigated, as well as 358 cases involving 
discrimination in housing under the Civil Rights Act of 1968. 

A widespread investigation involving review of voluminous 
union records enabled a Federal Grand Jury in Brooklyn, New York, to 
return a 17-count indictment against the president and seven officials 
of the Seafarers International Union for violation of Federal Election Laws, 

It is a violation of Federal law to transport stolen goods 
valued at $5,000 or more in interstate commerce. In one case, paintings 
valued at approximately $500,000 were stolen from the home of a 
prominent rancher in an isolated area of Colorado., In less than a week 
FBI Agents arrested an individual in New York City and recovered intact 
all of the art which included works by Picasso and Toulouse-Lautrec.^^^ 

Thefts of stocks and bonds continued an upward trend. 
Between July and October, 1969, more than 13 million dollars worth of 
U. S. Treasury bills were stolen from the Morgan Guaranty Trust 
Company in New York City. FBI investigation caused arrests in the 
United States, Mexico, Germany, Sweden, and Switzerland, with more 
than $9, 600, 000 of the bills recovered. 
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In Camden, New Jersey, two officials of the Bartenders 



Union and a hoodlum associate were given substantial sentences on 
antiracketeering charges which resulted from their extortion of thousands 
of dollars from restaurant owners. 



transporting high-value-type cargo, the increase in air traffic has 
surged tremendously and has caused added attention to be focused on 
thefts at airports on local, state, and Federal levels. Typical of FBI 
accomplishments in such matters was the arrest of five individuals within 
days after the January 7, 1970, burglary of the value room of an airline 
at John F. Kennedy International Airport, New York. A power tool with 
a pipe extension was used to drill a hole large enough for humans to 
enter through a wall, and sixteen valuable shipments consisting of 
diamonds, pearls, semi-precious stones, watches, and coins valued at 
approximately $200, 000 were removed. Through a painstaking check of 
retail outlets and distributors for such a power topi, suspects were 
identified as -operating a "hot rod" garage in nearby Long Island. As a 
result of the strong case developed against these subjects, guilty pleas 
for violation of the Theft from Interstate Shipment Statute were entered 
and fines and sentences levied in U. S. District Court during May, 1970. 



With the shift to air transport as a major method of 
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On October 14, 1970, eighteen individuals were 
arrested by New York FBI Agents in connection with a series of 
thefts at another facility at Kennedy Airport during 1968 - 1969 
involving $115,000 worth of skins, wigs, and revolvers. 
INTERNAL SECURITY OPERATIONS 

Stepped-up activities of militants, New Left types, and 
revolutionaries caused a marked increase in FBI investigations in 
this field,, according to Mr. Hoover. s 
New Left Terrorism 

After proclaiming that the 1970's would "make the 
1960's look like a Sunday school picnic," the violent and terroristic 
Weatherman group, a former faction of the Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS), went underground. Evidence that this was no idle threat 
came on March 6, 1970, when a series of dynamite explosions completely 
destroyed a Greenwich Village town house, killing three Weathermen. In 
March, dynamite and other explosives were found in an apartment 
rented to a Weatherman in Chicago. Similar dynamite was found at two 
Detroit police installations in an unexploded condition. In May, 
a statement attributed to a Weatherman leader declared 
a state of war against the United States and threatened to 
attack an "institution of American injustice. " On June 9th, a bomb 
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exploded at New York City police headquarters. Shortly before the 
explosion, an anonymous caller, claiming to be a Weatherman, warned of 
the bomb. In a tape-recorded message, the Weatherman underground 
took credit for the bombing of a police statue in Chicago on October 5th. 
Other bombings directed at colleges; Government installations and 
business establishments have occurred throughout the United States, 
and the Weatherman group has claimed credit for several of these. 
A recent statement allegedly written by a Weatherman leader claims 
the Weatherman group may shift its tactics from clandestine violence 
to rejoining the new and open "revolutionary culture."

The defendants, 
most of whom were members of the Weatherman group, had almost daily 
interrupted the trial by disruptive tactics since it began on November 23rd.

All seven 
were sentenced for contempt of court. 
Racial Disorders 

While racial disorder and violence in 1970 did not 
reach the magnitude of the riots experienced in the mid-1960 ! s, the 
number of incidents of racial disorder that did occur in our cities 
and in secondary schools, along with the many unwarranted attacks 
on police, strongly indicate that we are far from the realization of 
racial harmony in the Nation. More than 140 racial disturbances in 
our cities were reported during the year, and over 160 incidents of 
disorder growing out of racial discord in the secondary schools of 
the country were reported in the first four months of the 1970-1971 
school year. Some encouragement may be taken from the fact that 
there was a decline in the number of school disorders when* compared 
with the 299 school incidents reported in the same period during the 
19.69-1970 school year. 
The Black Panther Party 

Mr. Hoover said that the number of Black Panther Party 
(BPP) groups throughout the country increased during the year. Some 
of these new groups operate under the name of the National Committee 
to Combat Fascism, which is synonymous with the Black Panther Party. 



Huey P. Newton, BPP Supreme Commander, is 
quoted in the November 28th issue of the BPP weekly newspaper, 
"The Black Panther, " as saying "... I would add that it must always 
be remembered, understood and realized that our goal is to crush 
American, capitalism and American imperialism. Because without 
this, we can do nothing. " 

Using the slogan, "We have to draw pictures that 

will make people go out and kill pigs" (police), this newspaper also 

advertises a book on revolutionary art by Emory Douglas, BPP 

Minister of Culture. Well over 100, 000 copies of this paper are 

printed each week with a high of 183, 000 copies printed for an issue 

in late October, tfj^ 

In 1970, acts by persons who identified themselves as 

Panthers resulted in the death of six police officers and the wounding 
of 22 others. This is a marked increase over the previous two-year 
period when five were'killed "and 42 wounded by members of the BPP^^ 

The BPP became more deeply rooted in Marxism- 
Leninism in 1970 and ; regularly supports China, Cuba, North Korea, and 
North Vietnam. Eldridge Cleaver, BPP Minister of Information and 
a fugitive from justice, resides in Algiers where he maintains close 
contact with communist nations and Arab guerrilla organizations. In 
the Fall of 1970, Cleaver made his second trip to North Korea and 
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combined it with stops in Communist China and North Vietnam. In a 
radio broadcast from Hanoi, he urged black American servicemen to 
desert, commit sabotage, and "rip off" (kill) the United States Commander 
in South Vietnam Q)^* 
White Extremist Groups 

The FBI continued its investigation of a number of white 
extremist organizations within the country whose activities tend to 
incite the flames of racial unrest. 

The largest and most prominent of these groups is the 
United Klans of America, Incorporated, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 
This organization in November, 1970, held its Klonvokation in Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama, at which time Robert M. Shelton was again elected Imperial 
Wizard of the United Klans of America. One of the main purposes of 
the Klonvokation was to instill new life in the waning membership of 
the organization. 
Antiwar Activities 

Following demonstrations in Washington, D. C. , in 
May, 1970, the antiwar forces underwent a major change, the FBI 
Director reported. The Student Mobilization to End the War in 
Vietnam (SMC), decided that large, peaceful demonstrations centered 
on the single issue of ending the war are the best way to project its 
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antiwar message. The. SMC is under the control of the Trotskyist- 
oriented Young Socialist Alliance (YSA), the youth group of the 
Socialist porkers Party (SWP). 

The New Mobilization Committee to End the War in 
Vietnam (NMC), which had previously espoused the single-issue 
principle, decided to expand its activities to include civil rights 
groups, welfare groups, women's groups, etc. The organization 
which evolved out of the meeting at which this decision was reached 
is known as the National Coalition Against. War, Racism, and Repres- 
sion (NCAWRR). qj^» 

One of the leaders of NCAWRR is Rennie Davis, who 
was convicted in Chicago, Illinois, for violation of antiriot laws. 
Davis has been calling for long r range plans to close down Washington, 
D:. C. , in May, 1971. At Davis' urging and with the cooperation of the 
North Vietnamese, the National Student Association sent a delegation 
to negotiate a peace treaty with the North Vietnamese. It is planned 
that this treaty will be circulated throughout the United States, for 
"ratification" by the people. An ultimatum will then be issued to the 
United States Government to totally withdraw from North Vietnam by 
May, 1971. If this is not done, the plans for closing down Washington 
will be put into motion by NCAWRR. ^ 
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Student Unrest 

Campus agitation has continued during the current 
school year. By December 11, 1970, there had been over 180 
demonstrations on campuses. Of these, 25 had racial overtones. 
There were eleven sit-ins, twelve incidents of arson, nine bombings, 
twenty-three attacks on the Reserve Officers 1 Training Corps, and 
seven demonstrations against military recruiters. During these 
activities, seventeen demonstrators and nine policemen were injured 
and one death occurred. Over 180 arrests were made and damage 
to campus facilities exceeded $3, 300, 000. 
The Communist Party 

Gus Hall, General Secretary of the Communist Party, 
USA (CPUSA), has been the dominant, figure of the American communist 
movement for the last eleven years. Hall has continuously managed to 
guide the Party in the direction dictated by his Soviet masters.^^^ 

In February, 1970; the Party formed a new youth 
organization, The Young Workers Liberation League, which Hall hopes 
will bring young blood into the Party. A new front group known as the 
National Coordinating Committee for Trade Union Action and Democracy 
was formed to spread Party influence in the trade union movement, a. 
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After Top Ten fugitive Angela Davis was captured by 
FBI Agents, Gus Hall announced Party support for her, and Angela 
Davis Defense Committees have sprung up across the country. In 
the Davis case, the Party feels it has all the elements necessary 
for a cause celebre: a female, a member of a minority group, an 
intellectual who expresses political beliefs contrary to the existing 
order,, and extended litigation. 

The National Committee of the Communist Party 
announced a CPUSA recruiting drive which they hope will recruit 
approximately 1, 30.0 members during the coming year. 
Espionage 

Espionage investigations conducted by the FBI resulted 
in the expulsion of two Soviet and two Cuban officials, the FBI Director 
reported. 

Aleksandr Vasilyevich Tikhomirov, a Russian United 
Nations translator, was arrested'in Seattle, Washington, as he 
attempted to .obtain documents* concerning our West Coast air defenses. 
Criminal charges against him were dismissed and he was expelled from 

the" country. ^ 

Boris Mikhaylovich Orekhov, a newsman for the Soviet 
newspaper,. "Pravda, " was expelled by the Department of State because 
of activities uncovered by FBI investigation. ^ 
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The FBI also discovered a plot by a Soviet-bloc 
country to harass and harm a national of that country who had been 
given political asylum in the United States. This enabled another 
United States agency to take steps to prevent the harassment. ^ 

Two top Cuban intelligence officers were also expelled on 
evidence obtained by the FBI. Acting under their cover as diplomats at 
the Cuban Mission to the United Nations, First Secretary Orlando Prendes 
Gutierrez and Counsellor Rogelio Rodriguez Lopez led a disciplined 
and regimented complement of intelligence officers. They were 
apparently stunned when it became obvious that their activities had 
been receiving constant scrutiny .^%(^ 

As of December 1, 1970, there were 908 Soviet officials 
in this country and 414 officials. representing. other Soviet-bloc countries.. 
The FBI conducts extensive investigation to identify those communist 
officials who use their official status to engage in espionage activities 
and extensive additional investigation is undertaken to neutralize their 
activities. Cfy^ 
FUGITIVES " 

An all-time high of more than 32,000 FBI fugitives was 
located, including approximately 2,700 individuals sought at the request of 
state and local authorities for fleeing across state lines in violation of the 
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Fugitive Felon Act. The FBI's "Ten Most Wanted Fugitives" program 
continued during 1970. The list was temporarily enlarged to include 
a number of individuals wanted for particularly heinous crimes. Four 
young men were sought for the. bombing of a University of Wisconsin 
building which resulted in the death of a 33-year-old researcher and some 
$3, 000, OOO.in property damage. Two- young women were charged in 
the murder of a Boston police officer, theft of Government property, 
and two bank robberiesj^^ 

One of the persons to fali from the list during 1970 was 

- Angela Dayisf a self r admitted Communist who was charged with 
kidnapping ahd-murder in connection with a violent shoot-out at a 
California 1 courthouse which resulted in the death of four individuals, 
ihciu'ding a Galifornia judge.- Davis was apprehended by FBI- Agents 
in New York City on October 13. 
NATIONAL CRIME INFORMATION CENTER 

The FBIls National Crime Information' Center (NCIC), a 
computerized index of wanted criminals and stolen properties, including 
vehicles,, guns, securities, and other identifiable articles,, marked 
its fourth year of operation. Early in 1971, the State of Alaska is 
scheduled; to begin operations on the system, which will then extend 
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to every state as well as to the District of Columbia and the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police headquarters in Ottawa, Canada. Partic- 
ipating agencies used the computer files maintained at FBI Headquarters 
in almost 20 million instances compared with 14 million in 1969. An 
inquiry on the system is searched through the more than 2. 4 million 
records and a response made in consistently less than 10 seconds. 



the FBI to begin the development with the states of an important new 
addition to the NCIC system, a computerized criminal history file. 
The need for rapidly available information concerning an offender's 
past contacts with police, courts, and corrections has been long 
recognized as one of the most essential elements in improving the 
administration of criminal justice. Mr. Hoover points out that many 
serious considerations are involved in- developing such a national index , 
including security and confidentiality; the type of data to be contained in 
the individual records; who will be authorized to receive such data; and 
procedures governing dissemination. Discussions concerning these 
matters with the states will begin early this month looking 
toward an early implementation date./7y

Police Training 

The FBI f s program of extending training assistance to 
local police agencies when requested reached an all-time high during 



the past year, according to Mr* Hoover. FBI .personnel afforded 
assistance in over 9, 300 training schools, attended by over 
299,000 officers. This assistance included curricula planning, class- 
room instruction, and the providing of audio-visual aids arid lesson 
materials in recruit schools and in classes for experienced officers 
in such specialized areas as organized crime, police -community 
relations, mob and riot control, bombings and bomb threats, and 
investigative techniques. Instructor teams from the FBI's Training 
Division in Washington, D. C, conducted numerous one -week schools 
in police management and administration on a field level for local law 
enforcement administrators and command personnel^ 
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During the Fall of 1970, the FBI organized and 
conducted specialized law enforcement conferences on a nation- 
wide basis regarding bombings and handling of bomb threats. The 
conferences were designed to afford police executives, prosecutors, and 
members of the judiciary the opportunity to discuss current problems 
arising from bomb threats or the use of explosives and incendiary 
devices by extremists. A total of 277 conferences attended by 33,730 
people and representing 8, 305 agencies were held; This subject 
matter also is being, presented in hundreds of police training schools 
for rank-and-file police personnel. 

The FBI National Academy, ah intensive and advanced 
twelve-week course for police executives and training personnel, 
graduated i99 officers during the past year. With the graduation 
of the 86th Session on October 28, 1970, a total of 5,834 officers,, 
including 193 from 42 foreign countries, have receiyed.this training 
since the Academy was founded in 1935. Of the graduates still active 
in law enforcement, some 28 percent are the/heads of their respective 
agencies. 

.Identification Division 

During the year the FBI Identification Division received 
more than 6 1/2 million fingerprint cards and processed an average of 
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about 26, 000 fingerprint cards each day. Working in cooperation 
with law enforcement agencies all over the country, the Division 
conducted fingerprint searches resulting in the identification of 
nearly 40,000 fugitives, and as the year came to a close the files 
of the Identification Division contained some 199,000,000 sets of 
fingerprints.^^ 

During the year the Identification Division received 
more than 31,000 latent, finger print cases, and examination in these 
cases necessitated more than 1, 200,000 fingerprint comparisons, 
in excess of 4,700 suspects or subjects were identified through 
these examinations. Fifty-one advanced latent fingerprint schools

were also conducted at FBI Headquarters for law enforcement officers. 
The Disaster Squad assisted in identification of victims in three air 
crashes which .occurred in New Mexico, Colorado, and West Virginia^ 

During 19,70 significant progress was made in the 
FBI research program looking toward the development of automatic 
fingerprint-reading scanner equipment. Through the use of experimental 
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equipment, improved techniques were developed for detecting and 
recording fingerprint characteristics found on inked fingerprint 
cards. Based on. this success, the FBI on September 1, 1970, 
contracted for* the construction of the first integral unit of a 

prototype fingerprint-reading scanner system. It is anticipated that

the prototype fingerprint-reading system will be completed and ready 
*for evaluation and testing experiments by the end of this year, 
Eventual success in this project will constitute a major breakthrough 
for law-enforcement. 
EBI Laboratory , 

The FBI Laboratory, which conducts examinations 
for law enforcement agencies throughout the country oh a, cost-free 
basis, received over 268, 100 specimens on which approximately^ 
430, 100 examinations were conducted during the past year; These; 
figures represent an 8% increase in specimens received and an 11% 
increase in examinations conducted over those for the prior calendar 

MISCELLANEOUS 

The FBI Director reported that fines, savings, ancL 
recoveries in FBI investigations during the period reached the record, 
figure-of over $422, 000, 000, a return of $1. 60 for every dollar 
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appropriated for FBI operations. During the 12-month period, 
there were over 13, 600 convictions in FBI cases resulting in actual , 
suspended, and probationary sentences totaling over 48,000 years. 

Based upon information furnished to the FBI by 
criminal informants, over 12, 500 arrests were made by the FBI 
and other law enforcement agencies. It is estimated that more 
than $39, 000, 000 in contraband and stolen merchandise was recovered 
based on this information.^^
